For line oo4 the forty-five foot 
yawl Fadrelannet Juat completed a 
seventy-three day passage of the At¬ 
lantic ocean, manned by three blonde 
Norwegians and buffeted by a threa- 
weeks storm? 

Capt. Andreas Orlmno*. a sturdy, 
blue-eyed Norseman. led the party 
The other two were Nils Wlckstramm 
nnd Alfred Gresgend. They set sail 
from Bergen. Norway. Juat a little 
over two months ago. their Interest 
amused by reports of the Norse- 
Amerlcon festival in Minnesota. 

The Fadrelannet Is short and squat 
and strong. Her timbers are mas¬ 
sive. her spars thick, her lines bluff. 
8h© Is not a thing of beauty, from a 
yachtsman's point of view, though a 
sailor can see at a glance that she la 
staunch and seaworthy. 

Her crew Is unable to see that the 
crossing of the Atlantic In this tiny 
craft la anything In particular to talk 
about. 

Yea. they tell you, there waa a 
storm. It lasted about three weeks. 
Yes. the boat tossed about a good 
deal. How did they ride it out? Oh. 
that wa* easy—a sea anchor waa put 
cut and the Fadrelannet snuggled 
down In the billows and took n nap 
until the worst waa over. 

Canned goods made up their food 
on the trip Bure, the sailors say. 
this diet sot a hit monotonous: but 
they caught fresh fish every so of¬ 
ten for variation. 

Yes, they admit, they did get a lit¬ 
tle short of water ones or twice. But 


| then it was always blowing up a rain, 
and a spare aall spread on a couple 
of spars quickly filled their tanks 
again. 

Just to show that the Atlantic held 
no terrors. Capt. Grimsoe charted a 
northerly course. Instead of swinging 
to the south for gentler weather. The 
Fadrelannet went almost due west 
from Bergen, passing well to the 
north of th* British Isles and touch¬ 
ing at Iceland. Then It continued 
along the northern route until It!

But while they ran pass up filling 
stations unnoticed. the dogs slow 
down noticeably _at every meat mar¬ 
ket. and sixty pounds of raw meat 
r.re necessary every day to keep this 
unique procession moving Meat Is 
fed them In large chunks. 

With tha exception of the wheels, 
tlie sled-wagon In which Blomberg 
and Chamberlain ride part of the 
time Is exactly like the Ataakan sled 
used to croes the Arctic wastes In 
Winter. 

About thtrty-two miles a day is 
the average distance “mushed” by the 
dog team, but the tourists have cov¬ 
ered as much as forty-four miles In 
seven hours. 

If the weather la cool, the string of 
dogs travels by day. but otherwise It | 
starts out at sunset and Jogs along I 
until midnight or later. Usually nine 1 
dogs pull the slcd-wngon. the others 
following behind 

If one of the dogs is sick, Blomberg 
nnd Chamberlin walk and the “miss¬ 
ing cylinder ' rides. 

Every lake the tourists pass means 
• stop, because the dogs won't go 
by until they have had a swim. 

Teddy, a beautiful specimen of the 
Alaskan dog. Is the leader of the 
I»acV. He guides Ihe outfit through 
traffic with uncanny skill, and turn* 
a corner Just after a shout of “gee*’ 
or "haw” Just like a horse.

In choosing plants this Autumn there is one family that no 
gardener should overlook—the Violas. Their variety, their beauty 
and their strength make them well worth while in any garden. 
Apart from the garden hybrids the Viola family ia a large one, 
consisting aa it does of some -00 species, most of them found in 
the north temperate zone, although some thirty grow in South 
America, two in South Africa and eight in Australia and New 
Zealand. 

Moat of the violas are woodland plants but some are found 
in open pasture lands and in hedge rows in countries that have 
hedges. Most of the family are perennial and all are of more or 
less dwarf habit.

WHERE THE SEAWEEDS 
ARE MOUNTED 

Borne time ago I wa* able to speak 
with pleasure of the seaweed Cards 
which are being prepared for sale by 
the Star Construction Co., and It was 
a still greater pleasure to see th# ac¬ 
tual work being done and to meet the 
workers. The preparation of these 
cards la an excellent illustration of 
the co-operative methods of the com¬ 
munity. To complete one of them 
requires seven pairs of hands. The 
necessary operations of preparing, 
washing, and mounting take the suc¬ 
cessive attention of five while the let¬ 
tering and pen-writing require the 
separate operation of two. From the 
seaweed drying In an Inner room 
through all the operations up to the 
production of some of the very line 
large sheets I found the whole pro¬ 
cess highly fascinating because of 
my own more modest experience wlfli 
these 'mo*se* of the sea.* Borne of 
the larger specimens, mounted) oil 
foolscap-slxe sheets, were really re¬ 
markable lioth for their own beauty 
and for the artistic skill shown in 
displaying to the fulleet advantage 
the graceful tracery of the fronds. 
Among the unmounted plants were 
specimens of the colonial hydroxoa 
known as ostrich plumes" whose 
delicate feather-like branchea. the 
dwelling-place of the tiny animals.
